“Those men must have known 
as soon as they sighted the enemy 
that there was no chance for 
them,” the prime minister told 
the Hcuse of Commons in refer- 
ence to the battle in which the 
Rawalpindi was sunk with the 
loss of probably 260 men off Ice- 
land. 


“But they had no thought of sur- 


render. They fought at their guns 
until they could fight no more. 


Then many of them went to their 
death. They carried on the great 
traditions of the Royal Navy.” 
Chamberlain disclosed that most 
of the men naval reservists 
and naval pensioners called up for 
the war 

“No one could read the account 
of the heroic action by those 
naval reservists and naval pen- 
sioners without emotion,” Cham-

one in which we could say the en- 
emy was breaking generally recog- 
nized rules of naval warfare.”

The selection of such men for these 
jobs corresponds with the drafting of uni- 
versity professors for technical posts in 
other branches of war work. The Allied 
Governments are obviously picking their 
men. They plainly intend that the pur- 
chasing of munitions shall be carried 
through on the principles of business 
transactions, not on the lines of a potlach. 


The Pressure Eased 


Rumanja the other day flatly refused 
to devalue its currency on demand of Ber- 
lin. Being short of foreign exchange, and 
in imminent prospect of being shorter still, 
it seemed a good idea to the Nazis to get 


Rumania to count more lei to the mark, 
and thus sell them oil and some other 
much-desired commodities at less than 


market rates. But the Rumanian cabinet 
declined to oblige. King Carol changed 
cabinets about the same time, which may 
have had something to do with the matter. 
The Rumanians, it is to be inferred, are 
less jittery than they were a few weeks 
ago, when their particular puzzle seemed 
to be whether Hitler's motorized legions 
would get across the border before Stalin's 
troops marched into Bessarabia. Germany 
now is too busy elsewhere to spare an

The key-note of Prime Minister Cham- 
berlain’s broadcast address on Sunday was 
confidence; confidence that the Allies will 
win because they are fighting for right 
against wrong, and because they can out- 
match the enemy in strategy and staying 
power. He did not predict a quick victory 
nor an easy one, but a victory both de- 
cisive and certain—the more decisive and 
more certain the longer grand scale hos- 
tilities are delayed, since time is on our 
side. 

It is in this perspective Canadians, and 
the other Allied peoples, should view the 
present course of operations. The last 
battle is always the one that wins a war. 
The ebb and flow of the struggle in the 
early phases may signify little. In this 
war such successes as the enemy has 
gained were gained because while the 
Allies were planning for peace, Herr Hitler 
and his associates were planning for 
war—should war be necessary to impose 
their wills upon other countries. To their 
surprise perhaps, they found that the 
democracies would not submit without 
war to a continuance of international law- 
lessness. Hence there is war; and in the 
war the initial advantage of superior 
armaments lay with the enemy. 

Considering the time, money and 
thought they invested in preparations, the 
gentlemen at Berlin cannot be very well 
satisfied with their achievements up to 
date. They have killed some thousands of 
German soldiers and sailors, Allied sol- 
diers, seamen and civilians, neutral sail- 


ors and civilians; have lost to Germany 


every national friend it had on earth; and 
by no feat of imagination can they make 
it appear to themselves that they are 
nearer to victory than they were twelve 
weeks ago. 

Aggression has ceased to move for- 
ward. It has been stopped in its tracks. 
For the Allies there remains the—perhaps 
far harder—task to wear it down and 
make an end of it. To do that they must 
hang on, keep up the pressure, multiply 
their striking power by increasing arma- 
ment, and wait in patience the moment 
for a decisive blow. Steady nerves and the 
long view are what this war of endurance 
calls for. :

A BRAVE against the tyranny inherent in the 
MAN government at Berlin. His evi- 

dence adds weighty proof of Hitler's 
perfidy. Together with his brother, Gregor, a 


wealthy chemist, Dr. Strasser belonged to the 
left wing of the Nazi party. They were finally 
driven out when their protests against Hitler's 
emphasis upon nationalism instead of Socialism 
brought them into conflict with the ruling clique. 

Dr, Gregor Strasser parted with Hitler more 
in sorrow than in anger. He had loved his leader 
with a fierce fanaticism which even the agony 
of estrangement could not completely end. He 
could not forget that Hitler had often been a 
at his home, that he had paid for Hitler's 
early meetings, and that Hitler was godfather 
to his son. It was his firm hope that memory of 
these services would always screen him from 
Hitler's cruelty. 

But he soon learned his mistake. Dr. 
Strasser owned some party papers which threw 
an accusing light upon many of the sharp prac- 
tices to which Hitler had resorted as he schemed 
for absolute power. When Hitler became Chan- 
cellor, he determined to regain these documents. 
His Gestapo agents killed Strasser’s lawyer when 
he refused their imperious commands to give 
these papers to them. On the fatal night of 
June 30, 1934, when Hitler ordered many of his 
closest friends to be shot down in a campaign 
of hatred conducted with calculated barbarism, 
Strasser was slain and his body left in the woods 
near Berlin. 

Hitler refused to see Strasser’s widow whose 
hospitality he often had enjoyed in his years of 
adversity and obscurity. Instead, with a parade 
of mock grief, he tried to soothe her sorrow by 
offering her a state pension. His bribe was re- 
jected with passionate and insulting scorn. 

Dr. Strasser'’s blood cried aloud for vengeance, 
and his brother Otto did not delay in becoming 
the instrument of his family retaliation, Elud- 
ing the stern pursuit of the Gestapo, he carried 
out an epic escape into Prague where he engaged 
in such daring criticism of the Nazi leaders that 
he was ordered to be given up to the mercy of 
the authorities in Berlin. Benes refused. Around 
the gallant figure of Dr. Otto Strasser there since 
has gathered a band of German patriots eager 
to free their homeland from the cruel dominance 
of the Nazi party. 

Now living in Paris but a frequent visitor in 
Britain, he has the confidence of the Allied 
leaders who respect his brave integrity of pur- 
pose. The Manchester Guardian has even sug- 
gested that he be directly consulted by the 
French and British governments as to the best 
means of weakening Hitler's sinister supremacy

Alberta's Wheat Crop 


The second estimate of Alberta’s wheat crop of 
150,000,000 bushels recently released by the Dom- 
inion Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa, is the 
fourth largest crop of wheat produced by this 
province. In 1927 171,000,000 bushels were har- 
vested, 167,000,000 bushels in 1932 and 155,000,- 
000 bushels in 1928. The 1939 crop is 7,000,000 
higher than that of last year and is considerably 
above any crop harvested since the last bumper 
of 1932. 

It is interesting to note that the average yield 
of wheat in 1939 is the same as that for 1938, 17.9 
bushels per acre. The larger total production this 
year is therefore due to an increased acreage of 
approximately 5 per cent, there being 7,969,000 
acres in wheat in 1938 and 8,379,000 in 1939.— 
Bulletin issued by the Provincial Department of 
Agriculture. 


Our Incomprehensible Ways 

The vagaries of this patchwork Empire of 
ours strain the intelligence of other people. They 
well may ask, reading about the Conference of 
Dominion Ministers at London, what is Deneys 
Reitz doing in that company? Nearly forty years 
ago he did his best to blow up the Empire that 
now he is doing his best to preserve. It doesn’t 
make sense. And the more Deneys Reitz comes 
into the picture, the less sense is there in it. 

Deneys Reitz was exiled from South Africa 
after he and the prime minister—General Smuts 
—under whom he is now minister for native 
affairs, had fought the British in a war that 
dragged on for four years. Twelve years later 
they were comrades-in-arms on the same side 
again, but that time the side was that of the 
British. They joined Louis Botha to save the 
Union from the Germans in South-West and in 
East Africa. 

That accomplished, Smuts and Deneys took 
different ships to England, and Smuts stood out 
as an Empire statesman deep in the council of 
war, and Deneys, the former exiled rebel, was 
taken out of the ranks in which he had enlisted 
to be given command of the First Royal Scots 
Fusiliers on the Western Front. He was wounded 
in several engagements, but recovered in time 
to lead his regiment across the Rhine. 

We should not blame other people for not 
seeing any sense in all this. When we ome to 
think of it, which we do not often do, we cannot 
see sense jn it ourselves. It’s just our way. We 
are a lot of mixed peoples, and sometimes fight 
among ourselves, but like most families, we don’t 
like outsiders butting in. If some of us wish to 
blow up this topsy-turvy empire, we seem free 
to try. But when the mess is cleaned up, and 
everyone has time for drinks together, those 
men enjoy a freedom they are willing to fight 
to retain.—Winnipeg Free Press.

In yesterday's article I explained 
that continued unhappy mental 
states are potent causes of nervous | 
indigestion. 

Unhappiness related to the “fields | 
of romance or finance” seems to be| 
the chief offender. In the field of} 
romance for example, a mental sore! 
spot arising when the patient 
wishes to get married but is blocked 
in doing so, or arising from being 
married to the wrong person, or 
arising from a faulty adjustment to| 
marriage itself, may cause enaugh| 
conflict to interfere with digestion. | 

In the field of finance, continued | 
worry over money, whether due to 
fear of losing a job, insufficient in-| 
come, or anxiety over poor business, 
frequently acts as a cause of ner- 
vous indigestion. A feeling of eco- 
nomic insecurity is responsible for 


many cases of so-called “stomach | 
trouble.” | 
While conflicts arising in the 


above fields are the chief causes, 
mental or physical fatigue may act 
as a contributing cause. 

As to the outlook for recovery 
from nervous indigestion—many | 
patients with this functional trouble 
do get well. First the patient should 
receive a careful examination, in- 
cluding the use of the X-ray, as a 
means of convincing him there is 
nothing organically wrong with the 
stomach. 

The next step is to use a sensible | 
diet, in order to reduce the load on 
the digestive organs until the’ 
digestive power improves, Excesses | 
in regards to the use of starch,| 
sugar, coffee, tea and tobacco,| 


should be avoided. The patient 
should be told to secure plenty of 
rest, and ten hours’ sleep each night, 
with a daily rest after lunch, 
should be insisted upon. 

As the patient with nervous in- 
digestion needs to create an inner 
feeling of peace, there is great wis- 
dom in observing quiet, well-order- 


}ed ways of living. To live quietly 


calls for considerable self-discipline, 
but will be productive of rich re- 
wards. 

Severe cases do best when the 
patient receives the help of a psy- 
chologist, who will unravel the 
emotional conflict responsible. The 
average patient will get along all 
right by talking to the family doc- 
tor, who will point out how hap- 
penings which prod some particular 
mental sore spot tend to stir up the 
underlying conflict and cause a 
fresh outbreak of indigestion. Just 
the patient consciously seeing the 
relationship between happenings in 
the emotional life and the symp- 


| toms of digestive war, will often 
| place in his or her hands the key to 


the cure. 

A trick which may be very uses 
ful in reducing the patient's react- 
ion of his troubles is the trick of 
treating the symptoms as though 
they were only temporary upsets 
which will soon pass away. 

As a final word of encourage. 
ment, let me quote from Dr. Walter 
C, Alvarez: “Many sufferers with 
functional indigestion can get well 
if them will bravely face the fact 
that they can not do all the things 
their stronger fellows do.”
